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Council aims for continued growth despite Brexit 


THE council has underlined its 
ongoing commitment to growth, 
regeneration and economic 
opportunity for the royal borough 
and its residents, following the 
country’s decision to leave the 
European Union (EU). 

Voters in Royal Greenwich like most 
of London bucked the national trend, 


voting in favour of remain by 55.54 per 
cent to 44.41 per cent to leave. There were 
33,568,184 million votes cast across the 
United Kingdom in the EU Referendum 
last Thursday (June 23) producing a 51.9 per 
cent result in favour of leaving the Union. 

Councillor Denise Hyland, leader 
of the royal borough said: “The 
council wholeheartedly supported the 
United Kingdom remaining in the EU, 


maintaining that membership had a 
hugely positive impact on the borough, 
its economy, and the lives of residents. 

“However, we respect the result of 
last week’s referendum and the views 
and decisions of voters, both in Royal 
Greenwich and across the nation. 

“Clearly, we have entered into a period 
of financial uncertainty and volatility, 
but Royal Greenwich is ‘open for 


business’ - our priority now is working in 
this new economic situation to build on 
our excellent record of growing the local 
economy, creating jobs and ensuring that 
the royal borough continues to be a place 
where strong local identity compliments 
diverse cultures and communities. It is 
vital that we hear from local business 
leaders to hear about the impact that they

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1 ,500 new homes for Woolwich 


CONSTRUCTION work has started 
on a multi million pound housing 
project that will create 1,500 new 
homes on three council estates in 
Woolwich. 

A ground-breaking event marked 
the start of building work on the first 
new homes to be built under a £320 
million regeneration programme at the 
Connaught, Morris Walk and Maryon 
Road/ Grove estates. 

During the 12-year project 1,064 homes

and more than 500 affordable homes. 

The new energy-efficient buildings will 
be built to the Lifetime Homes Standard, 
so they can be adapted as residents’ 
needs change. 

The development is led by Greenwich 
Council in partnership with housing 
developer Lovell and the ASRA Housing 
Group. Representatives gathered at 
the former Connaught estate to mark 
the beginning of building work with a 
ground-breaking. The first new homes, at 
the renamed Trinity Walk, are now under 
construction following the completion 
of demolition work, which began last 
October. 

The site off Brookhill Road will see 684 
new energy-efficient homes renamed 
Trinity Walk, including 239 affordable 


properties. The first new affordable 
homes are due to be completed by Spring 
next year with the first houses for sale 
later next year. 

The scheme is set to create job and 
training opportunities for local people 
including a number of apprenticeships. 
The first apprentices will start at Trinity 
Walk site later this summer. Lovell 
expects to train up to 90 apprentices over 
the course of the Woolwich regeneration 
programme. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, cabinet member for 
regeneration and transport, said: “The 
Connaught Estate regeneration project 
is bringing state-of-the-art, energy 
efficient homes to the borough while 
also sparking job creation and economic 
growth. Through a dedicated programme 


of investment, partnership working and 
house-building, we are truly changing 
the face of this borough for our residents.” 

Lovell regional director Michael 
O’Farrell said: “This is a huge project 
bringing major benefits for local people 
including modern new housing, and open 
spaces.” 

Matt Cooney, chief executive of ASRA 
Housing Group, added: “This project will 
deliver new affordable housing for the 
local community, which will help support 
the local housing needs of the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich.”

“Much like South Thamesmead and 
Abbey Wood station, the arrival of 
Crossrail at Woolwich Arsenal station 
from 2018, means we will also have the 
opportunity to attract new businesses, 
create new jobs and help drive the local 
economy.” 

Cllr Danny Thorpe the council’s 
deputy leader and cabinet member for 
regeneration and sustainability, said: 


“Improving transport links to south 
east London are helping to make areas 
like Woolwich Thamesmead and Abbey 
Wood desirable locations to live in. 
Regenerating these areas is one of our 
priorities for providing new housing and 
we are proud to work in partnership to 
support this house-building programme.”

The making of Woolwich 



A PERMANENT exhibition is to be created to mark 
the 300th anniversary of the Royal Artillery in 
Woolwich. 

Royal Greenwich Heritage Trust will develop the 
project - entitled Making Woolwich - the Royal Regiment 
of Artillery in Woolwich, 1716-2016 - with the help of 
local people and their connections with the regiment 
and the Royal Arsenal.

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New book helps understanding of autism 


A PLUMSTEAD mum 
who campaigns for 
better understanding 
about autism has 
written a new book 
that she hopes will 
further her goal. 

Emma Dalmayne 
was diagnosed with 
Asperger syndrome, a 
form of autusim, two 
years ago and has six children all of whom are 
on the autistic spectrum. 

Earlier this year she published her first book, 
entitled 'It's An Autism Thing... I'll Help You 
Understand' which gives an insight into the 


issues that people like her family face. 

The National Autistic Society describes 
autism as a lifelong developmental disability 
that affects how a person communicates with, 
and relates to, other people, and how they 
make sense of the world around them. 

Emma has now written a second book, 
which she hopes will help teachers and 
parents to educate children about autism. 

Susie Spins is about a little girl who does not 
speak but communicates with sign language 
and picture cards. 

Emma told Greenwich Time: "It's aimed at 
schools for teachers to educate pupils on their 
autistic peers and for parents to help their 
own children and relatives understand. 


"It's also great for non-verbal children to see 
a positive portrayal of themselves depicted 
in a book. Susie writes stories is a great little 
artist and signs her stories to her friends."

A LISTED Victorian pumping station is 
continuing its programme of open days 
this weekend when visitors can admire its 
ornate ironwork and restored engines. 
Crossness pumping station, often described 
as a 'cathedral on the marsh', is one of only 
two Grade I listed industrial buildings in 
London and dates back to 1 865 when it was 
opened by the Prince of Wales. 

It was built by Joseph Bazalgette as part of 
new mains sewerage system for the capital 
and contains the four original pumping 
engines. One of them, the Prince Consort, 
is the largest rotative beam engine in the 
world, and has been restored to working 


order by the Crossness Engines Trust. The 
engine can be seen under full steam on 
some of the open days - July 24, September 
4 and October 9. 

The next open days without the engine 
running are on July 3, August 1 4 and 
October 23, and guided tours of the 
pumping station take place on July 1 5, 
August 26 and September 23.
